The "stress concept." origi- 


nated by Dr. Hans Selye a few 
years ago, has still been only 
slightly explored by the medi- 
cal profession. In reading Dr. 
Selye's book, "The Stress of 
Life," I was persuaded that 
this general concept can be a 
valuable and rewarding way of 
looking at human behavior and 
trying to reduce those ele- 
ments that foul us up. 


It has also given us a new 


approach to disease. Former- 


ly it was thought that each 
specific illness had a specific 
cause Selye has demonstrated 
that stress may "cause" a 
dozen different illnesses 


At yet, we don't reallv know 


what arc the most "stressful" 
conditions for the human or- 
canism. The research in Cali- 
fornia (and elsewhere) indi- 
calcs, however, tbal slress is 
not merely hard work, 
or 


coping with an emergency, or 
exerting oneself unusually, as 
a long-distance runner does in 
that last sprint toward the 
Uipc. 


Rather, it seems to be the 


sort of situation we find on the 
freeway—a fast, frantic, high- 
ly compctilive naltern of ac- 
tivity, in which the individual 
is almost powerless to exer- 
cise any autonomy or freedom 
of choice. The frustration in a 
traffic jam is almost a classic 
modern example of stress, and 
the automobile is almost its 
archetypal symbol.

would guess it is not 
the 


cleaning 
and 
cooking 
and 


shopping and entertaining and 
decorating and all the other 
inicrminablc chores of running 
a household. The most stress- 
ful situation for her, I should 
imagine, is being with children 
who are too sick to go to 
school and not sick enough to 
stay in bed. There is absolute- 
ly nothing she can do about 
that. 


The real frontier in medicine 


lies in exploring the relation- 
ship between the body and the 
mind, the emotions and the 
glands, the environment and 
the personality. The concept of 
stress may prove the most 
fruitful means of reconciling 
the mind-doctors and the body- 
doctors.

States Among 


Those Forgotten 


Subject Becomes 
Important Because 
Of Political Reform 


BY RAYMOND J. CROWLEY 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In all 


the talk about ending poverty, 
building the "Great Society" 
and so on, one element of the 
population is being overlooked. 


These forgotten people — who 


really need succor — are our 
state legislators. 


Squalid is the only word to 


describe 
the 
conditions they 


subsist in. Miserable pay. Some- 
times no office to work in. A 
man has to read his mail stand- 
ing up in a corridor. And he 
can't even think, he's so busy 
warding off the hordes of lob- 
byists that beset him. 


Take New Hampshire. This 


state has the third largest par- 
liament in the English-speaking 
world — 424 members. Eng- 
land's Parliament is the biggest 
and the U.S. Congress second. 


Do you know what the New 


Hampshire legislators are paid? 
The laughable .sum of $100 a 
year. It is true they don't work 
anywhere near full time on the 
job, but you can easily consume 
$100 in cigars in smoke-filled 
rooms these days. 


Or take Connecticut. Some of 


the solons there, when called 
upon to transact 
the 
stale's 


business, have applied for and 
got 
unemployment compensa- 


tion. The legislators' pay in 
Connecticut was, until two years 
a£o, $300 a year, but now has 
been raised io $2,500 for a two- 
year term. 


This subject is to the forefront 


now because of a tremendous, 
fundamental revolution going on 
in American politics. The U.S. 
Supreme Court has ruled, with 
finality, that state legislatures, 
mostly controlled up to now by 
rural elements, must be appor- 
tioned according to population 
— "one man, one vote." 


Great Change 


The hopes of the backers of 


this great change are that the 
states now will resume the role 
the Founding Fathers visioned 
for them — a powerful role in 
which they would solve their 
own problems without running 
to the federal government for 
help. Such problems as mass 
transportation 
in 
the 
cities, 


remedies for urban blight, for 
poor educational systems, and 
so on. 


The Johnson administration is 


thinking of turning over to the 
states billions of dollars in fed- 
eral taxes. But what, will happen 
to this money in the states 
where legislatures, meeting for 
only short terms, have no ade- 
quate committee systems 
or 


staffs to plan programs, no real- 
ly sure-fire safeguards against 
outright thievery? 


As Charles S. Rhyne, former 


president of the American Bar 
Association, sees it, the times 
demand a thorough-going re- 
form of state legislatures. 


Rhyne argued for the city 


folks and the suburbanites in 
the historic, break-through Su- 
preme Court case which result- 
ed in the "one-man, one-vote" 
ruling. 


Rhyne says the states must 


offer salaries adequate to at- 
tract good people to the legisla- 
tures, and must give them mod- 
ern tools to work with. 


Men of character are needed, 


he believes, to withstand the 
importunities of special 
inter- 


ests. Rhyne made a study of 
Connecticut, not because it's the 
nation's horrible example, but 
because he was due to make a 
speech in Hartford. 


"More lobbyists registered to 


promote or defeat legislation in 
the last session of the General 
Assembly than there were legis- 
lators!" he said. "There were 
330 legislators as compared4 with 
at least 380 known lobbyists."

VATICAN CITY (AP) - Par- 


ticipation of the Roman Catholic 
bishops in the Pope's authority 
is a doctrine of the Church now, 
but only time will bring the an- 
swers to questions about its ap- 
plication. 


The decree "De Ecclesia" — 


On the Church — proclaimed 
when the Vatican Ecumenical 
Council recessed Saturday, laid 
down a collegia! principle of 
shared papal-episcopal power 
It says that all the bishops as a 
body or college — even if each 
is separated from the others by 
distance — "are the subject of 
supreme and full power over the 
universal Church" along with 
the Pope and never without 
him. 


Collegial Power 


The collegial power of the 


bishops can be exercised "only 
with the consent of the Roman 
pontiff" and only when the pon 
tiff "calls them to collegiate 
action, or at least approves of 
or freely accepts the united ac- 
tion of the scattered bishops,'' 
the document says.
